It  is  heartening  to  report  that  KPFK  has  been  able  to  meet  at  least  some  of  the 
outstanding  obligations  which  have  been  so  burdensome.  Now  the  anti-deficit  drive  is 
in  full  stride.  The  volunteer  groups  have  a  number  of  fund  raising  and  subscription 
drive  projects  under  way.  Also  these  events  are  planned:

Also,  a  telephone  survey  of  past  subscribers  will  be  initiated  as  a  year  Vound 
project.
